At the time a dj 
frrfcd. In boxing And other business Activity, 
Mr. Cohn acquired the reputation erf a rough, 
tough corporate in-fighter, a man weH able to 
take care of himself sad exceedingly danger- 
ous to tangle with. Judging by the problems 
facing some of the companies in which he has 
invested since 1969, it now looks ss if heU 
need all his toughness. Here's a look at the 
varied fortunes of some of Mr. Cohn's past 
and current Interests: 

' Lionel. In I960, Mr. Cohn’s first full year 
with Lionel, the company chalked up earnings 
of |1.1 million. But in 1961 Lionel lost 12. 5 
million, and the company has just admitted it 
suffered "substantial” loeses in 1962. A few 
days ago the company publicly denied what it 
called "ridiculous rumors” that it was about 
to file bankruptcy proceedings. Lionel stock, 
which less than two years ago sold as high 
aa |S4 a share, now hovers around IS. 

The company haa had several management 
changes, and it* acquisition of electronics 
companies under Mr. Cohn's leadership has 
not been without problems. 

In the three years. Mr. Cohn has been board 
chairman, Lionel has had four changes in its 
post of “chief executive officer.” Mr. Cohn 
held the job for six months; then Gen. John 
B. Medaris was named president and chief 
executive officer under a five-year contract; 
a year and a half later Gen. Medaris resigned 
botii posts; Mr. Cohn came on again as in- 
terim chief executive for three months; than 
last July, Melvin Raney became president and 
chief executive officer. Mr. Raney had been 
general manager of a Lionel subsidiary and 
has a reputation as an able, tough adminis- 
trator. „ - 

In I960 and 1961, Lionel acquired seven com- 
panies. with a heavy emphasis on electronics 
concerns. It has acknowledged certain prob- 
lems with its biggest acquisition: Hathaway 
Instruments, Inc., bought in late 1961 in ex- 
change for Lionel stock with e market value 
hi the time of over $36 million. \

. tronics, Inc. Mr. Raney described the move as 1 
“part of a new management setup I’m putting , 
. in," at Dale Electronics. Lionel also haa sold , 
ft off Hathaway’s Denver division and anothur 
I former Hathaway subsidiary for less than M ‘ 
| million. - | 

9 Hathaway's two remaining subsidiaries 
were combined to form Lionel Pacific, Inc. 
This past year Lionel Pacific wrote off over 
$1 miiiinn in inventories which, as Lionel noted, 

. more than exceeded the parent company's first 
half loss of $726,000. Mr. Cohn is reluctant to 
pinpoint the blame tar the overstatement erf 
.^inventory on anyone, but he does say pt Lionel 
, Pacific: “We've completely changed ita man- 
agement.” 

Tower Universal. After Mr. Cohn and as- 
sociates bought Into Tower Acceptance in 
April 1961 and began transforming It, the stock 
rose on the American Exchange from about 
$10 in April to a high of over $14 before the 
end at 1961. 

Ten acquisitions within a year radically 
changed the company. It picked up five travel 
agencies, two concerns which sell airplane trip 
insurance at airport vending .machines, a 
swimming pool builder, a savings and loan 
association in Concordia, K a n ., and a small 
loan company. 

Revenues of the reconstructed company tri- 
pled in the year ended Sept. SO, 1962. But per 
share profits climbed much more modestly - 
from 16 cents to 22 cents. And by late 1962, Tow- 
er stock had sunk to a level of around $3, where 
It is today. Two months ago Ms. Cohn resigned 
as a director and as chairman of the executive 
committee and sold his 50,000 shares of Tower 
stock. He says he was "not satisfied with the 
performance” of Tower. 

Fifth Avenue Coach. No sooner had the 
Welnberg-Cohn forces captured control of the 
company than they were hit by a strike at bus 
drivers. The City of New York then seized the 
struck line. Eventually the city will pay for the 
property — but the amount Is in dispute before 
the courts. The city has appropriated $18 mil- 
lion; the Cohn- Weinberg group claims the 
seized property is worth $90 million. Indications 
are that when the litigation is settled, the Cohn- 
Weinberg group will come out with a profit, but 
it seems certain their control over the compa- 
ny's New York City bus routes is gone for good 

Mr. Cohn predicts he’ll make a considerable 

/ profit himself. He says he holds, directly and 
indirectly, between 12,000 and 13,000 shared at 
Fifth Avenue Coach, at a cost per shaA of 
' about $15 to $16. The current price on ttm New 
York Stock Exchange : About $33. *

’ signed an agreement not to send any of Johans- 
‘ son’s purse out of the country, according to the 
IRS. But in August 1900, Feature Sports 
did send $100,000 to Switzerland for Mr. Johans- 
son, the IRS charged A U.S. District Court 
ruled this violated the agreement; the decision 
Is under appeal. 

Despite Us troubles with the tRS, Mr. Oohn 
Is buoyant about Championship Sports. He pre- 
dicts It will be “highly profitable,” end he adds 
.with a grin: “It’s almost worth ali the head- 
aches — almost but not quits.”

Mr Cohn brought Mr. Hughes into Licfpel 
vrith him in the fall of 1959 when the C^hn 
g^>up took over. Only 31 at the time. fair. 

Huitties became “executive assistant for ad- 
ministration,” at a salary of $24,000 a yew;. 
Tod^y he carries the title “director of cor- 
porate development,” serves as president^ of 
two Lionel subsidiaries and is used extensively 
by Mr. Raney as a troubleshooter. 

Within two months of his being hired, Mr. 
Hughes had so Impressed Mr. Cohn and other 
board members that they voted him an option 
on 8,000 shares of Lionel stock for “valuable 
sendees.” But scarcely four months later, in 
April 1960, Mr. Cohn told Lionel stockholders 
these facts about Mr. Hughes at the urging 
of the SEC: 

He was involved as a co- conspirator, but 
not as a defendant, in the United Dye k Chem- 
ical stock fraud case then pending against cer- 
tain top officials of United Dye and against a 
group of Las Vegas gamblers who were in on 
tiie conspiracy, which occurred In 1956. An- 
other co-conspirator not Indicted in the case: 
Alexander Guterma, former board cheirman 
of United Dye. 

Calm's Position 

Mr. Cohn acknowledges he knew of this 
background when he hired Mr. Hughes but 
says he felt Mr. Hughes was just a “messen- 
ger boy” for Mr. Guterma in 1956, when to 
all oqtward appearances Mr. .Guterma was a 
respectable businessman. 

Whether or not Mr. Hughes was a “messen- 
ger boy” in 1956, Mr. Cohn recalls that three 
years later when he first met Mr. Hughes he 
was “impressed” and believed Mr. Hughes was 
just the ffiM Lion el needed to fill a key posi- 
tion. 

Such was the Impression Mr. Hughes made 
that Mr. Cohn financed the purchase at 14,500 
share* of Lionel stock few Mr. Hughes In Octo- 
ber 199*. When Mr. Cotan revealed this to Uo-

Hughes Pleads OeBty 

In April 1961 Mr, Hughes pleaded guilty to 
omapirlng to commit fraud in another stock 
case. Indicted along with him were Mr. Guter- 
ma and Ben Jack Cage, a notorious fugitive 1 
who fled to Brazil to escape prosecution for 
stock fraud. Mr. Cohn dismisses this offense 
of Mr. Hughes' as “just a misdemeanor.’ * Actu- 
it is s felony- punidhibiv by up to five 
years In prison and a $10,000 fine. Mr. Hughes 
has not yet been sentenced. 

Mr. Cohn cites Mr. Hughes’ cooperation with 
the Government in the United Dye trial, which 
ended with 15 defendants either pleading guilty 
or being found guilty by the Jury. Mr. Hughes' 
testimony, as a key Government witness, indl-i 
cates be was more than “a messenger boy.” He | 
said he did publicity work for United Dye, in -I 
eluding the preparation of what the Govern -j 
ment called “tout memo*.” The Government 
said they were used in .“boiler rooms” by high 
pressure salesmen to dupe the public into buy 
ing United Dye stock at inflated prices. 

Mr. Hughes’ testimony -also shows he bough J 
United Dye stock on the New York Stock Rx| 
change, at Mr. Guterma’s direction, to order ta 
rig the market to the stock. 

» He also revealed that from 10M to 1959 hel 
Us president, at $15,000 a year, of Diversiffedt 
W A Mining Corp., owned principally' by Sata- 
Wl Garfield and Irving Pasternak, both closjly 
Identified with Nevada’s gambling industry .Jf 
The testimony of Mr. Hughes and others in- 
dicated that Diversified Oil k Mining was used 
by Garfield, Pasternak and Guterma to siphon 
millions c< dollars out of United Dye and into 
their own pockets. Mr. Cohn says he knew 
Mr. Hughes had been president ot Diversified 1 
Oil k Mining when he first hired him, but he " 
dismisses Mr. Hughes’ role there: “He was 
just a figurehead.” 

Cofan Loyalty Unshaken, 

There has been discussion in Lionel board 


meetings m the put &buut thi wisdom of re- 
tain tog Mr. Hughes. But Mr. Cohn’s loyalty 
to Mr. Hughes remains unshaken. “X was Im- 
pressed when I first met him and I am im- 
pressed today,” he says. 

Along with Mr. Garfield and Mr. Pasternak, 
Allard Roen, a Las Vegas gambling figure, 
pleaded guilty to the United Dye conspiracy 
which Mr. Hughes testified he participated in. 
Mr. Roen is executive vtce president ol United 
Resort Hotels Cbrp., which operates the Desert 
Inn and the .Stardust; he la also an officer of 
Karst, Inc., wtpCa runs the Stardust's mu™, 
of another company which runs the Desert 
Inira gambling- concession. In theNfolted Dye 
trial, >Sh« Government said Mr. Roefe^ras a 
“protege and partner” of Mr. Garfie® and 
Mr. Pasternak j. ^ 


Eli Boyer and Bill Pugary also have had 
buskiesa relationships with the group who op- 
era's the Desert Inn, the Stardust and their 
cas hos. Besides Mr. Roen, who is awaitin? 
sen knee in the United Dye case, top figures 
in Me group running the two hotels and ths 
casinos include Morris E. (Moe) Dalitr and 
Morris Weinman. Both were described in the 
1951 Kefauyer crime hearings by Alvin Sutton, 
then Cleveland Director of Public Safety, as 
among the five men “at the helm of the board 
of directors'* of Cleveland’s bootlegging gang 
organization during the Prohibition era. 

In response to a question, Mr. Sutton said 
Mr. Dalitz had no criminal record and Mr. 
Weinman had only one conviction, on an in- 
come tax charge to 1931. 

Mr. Cohn invested in Desert Inn Asso- 
ciates, a partnership which offered $3 million 
of “participations” in 1959. Mr. Cohn bought 
the' minimum participation — $25,000— and sub- 
sequently sold out “at a capital gain.” Desert 
Inn Associates owns the Desert Inn and leases 
it to United Resort Hotels. 

Real Estate Syndication 

His investment came about only because 
it was “a syndication" put together by a New 
York friend, who is a leading real estate 
syndicator, says Mr. Cohn. “I don’t think the 
Desert Inn people taiow I ever had it” {the 
investment), he adds. Mr. Cohn does say he 
knows some of the Desert Inn group, including 
Moe Dalitz. 

Mr. Cohn also says he put $78,000 into a 
partnership known as A k M Enterprises. He 
says he was part of a syndicated group “of 
about 20 people” who formed the partnership 
to put up a private hospital in Las Vegaa 
Sunrise Hospital. He sold out becausj 
operation wasn't going right.”
